There will probably be no lack of 
sympathy and so far as present needs 
are concerned the poor, stricken w id­ 
ows and children will be taken care 
of. 
The state of Illinois is well able

humanitarian concern for the distress 
which has fallen upon those poor 


people. 
One of the redeeming features of 
great calamities Is that they stir the

shall perhaps be told that there was

it and usually they are. It is always 
easier to reach a man than a corpor­ 
ation. 
For this very reason it is im­ 
perative. not only that strong meas­ 
ures should be taken, but that the 
law holds the heads of corporations 
as individuals, who are personally 
responsible for the neglect of their 
managers.
